AWAITS ACTION 


Do the people residing along Al­ 
gonquin road w ant it to be paved ? 
The county commissioners are will­ 
ing to do their part, but the pro- 
P ark Ridge-DesPlaines 
and rural 
ject, which is in reality a Chicago- 
project requires concerted action on 
the part of ail of the districts to 
be benefited, if any of th at paving 
is to become a reality. W ithout co­ 
operative action, 
similar to that 
which gave this part of the coun­ 
ty, the Northwest highway, Algon­ 
quin road may go unpaved for a 
long time to come. 
Originally Al­ 
gonquin road continued from Al­ 
gonquin to Chicago, but with the 
building of the railroad, sections of 
the highway were vacated and the 
road diverted into DesPlaines. 
A t 
that time it was thought more im­ 
portant th at the road end a t Des­ 
Plaines than th at it should go on 
to Chicago. 
Contemplated plans 
call for the opening of connected 
thoroughfares, which would make 
it a direct route to Wacker drive 
in the loop. 
The following story appearing in 
the Daily News covers the situation 
“State 
highway 
commissioners 
are considering building a new mo­ 
tor route into the northwest sec­ 
tion of the county to relieve the 
congestion on the existing lanes, it 
wnis learned today. 
The construc­ 
tion of the route, however, is said 
to be dependent upon the opening 
and widening of Avondale avenue, 
because it is 
planned to connect 
the proposed artery with Avondale 
to give easy access into and out of 
the loop. 
The proposal 
was presented to 
the highway commissioners at a 
recent meeting by County Commis­ 
sioner William Busse, who pointed 
out that tile $100,000,000 state road 
bond issue calls for a state high­ 
way from Algonquin to Chicago by 
way of DesPlaines. The best route 
for such a highway, said Mr. Basse 
would be Algonquin road, south­ 
east to Oakton, then into Talcott 
road, continuing in a southeasterly 
direction to Bryn Mawr, east over) 
that avenue into Avonda 
then southeast 
again to 
drive.

Division three will hold its an­ 
nual festival in the Glenview For­ 
est Preserve Thursday, May 26th, 
The IOO piece band of the Maine 
Township high school will be a spe­ 
cial attraction.

Otto F. Aken, the country life 
director of Division three has an ­ 
nounced the following rules under 
which the athletic meets wall be 
held: 
Boys and girls are eligible to all 
foot races according to the fol­ 
lowing .schedule of ages: 
Class A boys and girls under 8. 
Class B boys and girls under IO. 
Class C boys and girls under 12. 
Class D boys and girls under 14. 
Class E boys and girls over 14. 
Any boy or girl in any class may 
enter a higher class i. e. a boy or 
girl in class A can enter races in 
Class B providing his school has 
not over three in any one race. 
Only girls are elegible to enter 
the baseball throw and the classi­ 
fication is the same as in the races 
according to number and age. 
Only boys are eligible to enter 
the jumping contests and m ust en­ 
ter according to the classification 
and age as in the races. 
A new feature race: Boys under 
12 years of age. Race 25 yards on 
hands arid feet. 
IOO yard dash for men (teachers) 
50 yard dash for teachers (women) 
Men— IOO yard dash (for directors). 
Badges will be awarded to the 
winners of first, second and third 
place. 
School scoring the 
most 
points will receive a beautiful felt 
banner, and one will be awarded 
for second and 
third to schools 
scoring points for second and third 
place. 
Points are counted as fol­ 
lows: 
First, 5 points, second 3 points 
and third I point.

report of J. A. Schminke, trea>ur- 
er of the village of Wheeling. 
It 
covers every financial transaction 
of the village the past year. 
With 
the installation of the w ater works 
system the past year ami the issu­ 
ing of bonds covering that expend­ 
iture, the gross 
receipts and ex­ 
penditures are over $22,000. 
This 
covers the corporate fund and does 
not include any village taxes. The 
license fees for the year total $4,- 
776.22. 
W'e have 
always 
known th at 
Wheeling is an unusual village, hut 
we never knew before th at it had 
such 
an unusual treasurer. 
Mr. 
Schminke received for his work as 
treasurer last year 
exactly $30. 
The fee authorized by law would 
have been in the neighborhood of 
$400. 
Mr. Schminke is an unusual 
treasurer in another way. He sees 
to it th at the village receives in­ 
terest upon its funds th at are on 
deposit in the Wheeling bank. That 
interest last 
year 
amounted to 
$150.00. He is unusual in a third 
m atter. He keeps a separate road 
and bridge fund. 
It is customary 
for the m ajority of villages to put 
into their corporate fund all road 
and bridge tax money and to ex 
pend it for corporate purposes of 
whatever nature they desire. 
The 
road and bridge tax is levied bv ' 
the township. A percentage of t h a t ! 
paid by people residing in the x ii-! 
lage is paid into the village treas-1 
ury for use upon the roads of tho !

The Welcome Inn, historical old 
landmark at the corner of Milwau­ 
kee Avenue and Dempster Street 
was completely destroyed by fire 
Monday evening, May 9, thus pro­ 
viding an arousing climax to a 
day which had 
already had more 
than 
its 
share 
of 
excitement 
through terrific storms of hail, rain 
and wind. 
The fire, thought to have been 
caused by crossed 
wires, started 
near the stairway on the south side 
of the building and was first dis­ 
covered by passersby who rushed 
in and notified the occupants of 
the inn who were unaware of their 
danger. 
Fire calls were turned in 
at once and efforts made to check 
the fire or at least endeavor to get 
it under 
control. 
Aided by the 
strong wind, the fire rapidly tore 
through the walls of the fram e­ 
work structure and soon gained the 
roof, and it was then that atten­ 
tion was centered upon saving the 
goods and furnishings. 
W’hile the 
raging flam es 
made a veritable 
oven of the building, the men work­ 
ed like demons and succeeded in 
saving practically everything on the? 
main floor, but were unable to re­ 
move the best furniture which was 
upstairs. By the time the fire de­ 
partm ents arrived they were handi­ 
capped by the lack of water and 
could do little more than to be 
ready to protect the gas and oil 
.station on the opposite com er which 
was imperilled by flying sparks ami 
flames. 
The conflagration spread 
to the barn ami sheds a t the rear 
of the house 
while an estimated 
crowd of 1500 stood helplessly by 
and watched the place once known 
as ‘Betoe’s Corner’ 
burn to the 
ground. Tony Senekowich, the pro­ 
prietor, had just had the place re­ 
decorated and 
his loss is 
very 
heavy. 
The Welcome Inn was built by 
John Beto, a pioneer settler, in 
1874, in the days of toll gates and 
plank roads. 
He started out his 
business with a saloon, for one m ust 
remember th at those were pre-pro­ 
hibition days. Later he added gro­ 
ceries and had delivery routes am ­ 
ong his farm er customers. 
Still 
biter a hall was annexed and this 
hall was the scene of many dances 
and balls in the gay old days, while 
in recent years it was used chiefly 
for meetings. 
The Beto family 
continued in business there 47 years 
when the place which had become 
known all 
over the 
country as 
“Beto’s Corner” became the Wel­ 
come Inn, and the place was re n t­ 
ed out for soft drink parlor and 
rrstanrant. 
There have been sev­ 
eral changes in the business since 
that time. The first proprietor was 
Conrad Stoeger, who disposed of 
his business to Messrs. Blase and 
Winkelhoefer who in turn sold out 
to Bob I.otz and Tony Senekow­ 
ich the last proprietor. 
I 
Offers had been made to Mrs. 
Bi*to for the purchase of the cor- 
1 nor at various times and about a 
month ago negotiations Tvere com­ 
pleted and the corner was sold to 
Viadyslow Stephany of Park Ridge 
for the sum of $45,000.00. The inn 
was on the extreme northwest lim­ 
its of the village of Niles.
